Dif- 
ferent manifestations were organised ift which the youth expressed their determina- 
tion to fight for Peace and against the warmongers. In the Province of Santa 
the police prohibited the activity that had been organised for that date. In an- 
swer the youth organised different talks and festivities and even improvised cer- 
tain manifestations* In spite of the persecution and th e imprisonment of members 
of their groups, the Argentine youth celebrated with honour the International Day 
of Peace.
